OLOSING CRACKS IN STOVES. 


It may be convenient to know a ready 
method of closing up cracks, which are 
not uncommon in cast iron sto¥es; and 
we are assured that the following receipt 
is a reliable one. Good wood ashes are 
to be sifted through a fine seive, to which 
is added the same quantity of clay, finely 
pulverized, together with a little sale.— 
The mixture is to be moistened with 
water enough to make a paste and the 
crack of the stove filled with it. This ee- 
ment does not peal off or break away, and 
assumes an extreme degree of bardoess 
after being heated. ‘The stove must be 
cool when the application is made. The 
same substance may be used in setting 
inthe plates of a stove, or in fitting 
stoves pipes, serving to redér all the 
jvints perfectly tight. 


FRICTION MATCHES. 


Friction matches are aS common as 
nails, but probably a very small propor- 
tion of those who use them understand 
the principle on which they operate. It 
ia in fact a very simple affair. The tip 
of the match is a combination of sulphur 
and phosphorus. The phosphorus ig- 
nites at a heat of 120 degrees, which a 
slight friction will produce, and thi« in 
turn ignites the sulphur, which requires 
450 or 500 degrees. The flame of the 
sulphur sets fire to the pine wood of 
which the match ig composed, and which 
ignites at about 600 degrees. The com-

COOKING POTATOES FOR SWINE. 


As the season for digging potatoes is 


at hand, it is well to consider the most 
economical mode of dealing with the 


] 
small ones. 


Often farmers are so mis- 
taken as to save them for seed; but as 
the seed is, so will the crop be. Plant 


small potatoes, and the crop be * small 
potatoes.” Small potatoes may be fed to 
hogs in such a manner as to return a fair 
value. But they must not be fed raw. 
The result of all the experiments we 
have heard or read of, as well as of those 
made by ourselves, shows that potatoes 
when fed 
The extra 


labor and fuel are well paid for. 


are much more profitable 
cooked than when fed raw. 

A good 
plan is to boil them in a large iron kettle 
set in an archway of rough stone (which 
economizies fuel), and boil a few bushels 
atatime. When cooked they are dipped 
out, with all the water, into a barrel, and 


a peck of corn-meal mixed with each 


bushel of potatoes. The meal is thus 
thoroughly scalded. When the mess is 
cold, it may be fed. Iftwo barrels are 


kept, one will be always cool, and will 


be somewhat fermented, while the other 


is preparing. We would not advise any 
warm feed to be given to bogs. It has 
generally resulted in producing a diseas- 
ed state of the liver, and consequently 
unwholesome pork. Fermented food, on 
the other hand, seems to be agreeable to 


them and wholesome.— Hearth and Home.

Cinder-consuming Locomotives. 


Every one who has traveled in a rail- 
way car must have been greatly annoyed 
by the flying dast and cinders which pre- 


| vent proper ventilation and cause so much 
discomfort in the person. To avoid this 


disagreeable accompaniment of railway 
travel, numerous expediments have. been 
tried, but none with the success attained 
hy the recent invention of a gentleman in 
Gloucester. The main point of this con- 
trivance lies in the fact that the smoke 
stack of the engine, instead of being ver- 
tical, as is generally the case, is bent 
backward and then upward, spreading 
widely at the mouth. Within the stack 
at the second curve is placed a wire screen 
at an angle of forty-five degrees with the 
course of the smoke, and the usual fire 
screen is stretched across the mouth. ‘The 
dust and cinders carried into the stack 
are stopped by the slanting screen and 
fall back harmlessly, the second sereen 
assisting by catching what few grains the 
first allows to pass. Besides these two 
sereens another prevention i+ provided in 
the shape of a small hot-water pipe in the 
stack, from which a

COW STABLE FLOORS. 


Throughout the country not more than|

one barn in every ten can be found that) 
contains a stable floor so constructed but! 


that the cattle are compelled to lie in 
their own filth, and the sides, legs and} 
udders of the cows are in a most untidy | 
condition when the morning milking is 
done, and unless a great deal of washing | 
the milk! 
from the stable in its 


and painstaking is practiced 
cannot be carried 
original purity. 

Now but little work is required to re- 
move the one great cause of discomfort 
to cattle in stalls, and almost the whole 
cause of having winter milk unpalatable 
and impure. A platform should be built 
for the cows to stand upon, extending far 
enough back from the stanchions to give 
sufficient standing room, and no more. 
In this way a dry, clean place, to lie upon 
is secured. 

There are different modes for making 
this platform. Where a new floor is be- | 
ing put in, a short part can be laid at the 
back and the balance laid at an elevation! 
of two or three inches above; the last, 
of course, over-lapping ihe first. 

On floors already laid, a good way is to | 
spike down two by three scaniling a little 
back of where the hind feet will come, | 
and fill the space between this and the}

KICKING COWS. 

It is sometimes the case that cows. from 
some cause or other, acquire a habit of 
kicking. Some would seem to be natural 
kickers, from their propensity to do so | 
from their first coming in. If such be 


the fact, and they persist in it, the better 


way is, if they are not extraordinary 
good ones, to turn them off for fattening 
into beef. But if valuable for the dairy, 
they can be easily managed. Our own 
process has been to take the iron forceps, 


ior holding cattle by the nostrils, 


and tying them by a rope or strap to a 


beam over head, and drawing up their 
noses at an elevation, and their securing 
them, while they are milked. If that is 
not efective, a leather strap, with a loop 
ist back of the buckle end, through 
which is put the other end, is the best 


instrument for the purpose. Put this 
around one leg, just above the hock joint, | 
run the smaller end through the loop, | 
that it may not slip dows; then put it 
around the other leg, end pass it back 
thre ugh the buckle 0 as to confine her 1 
legs close together. So secured she can- 
not well kick, as the other strap holds | 
them fast one to the other, and the cow 
is easily milk d. Or, lacking a strap o1 
rope passed around one leg and crossed, 


then lashed around the other, and brought 


back with a tern or two around the cross 


between the legs, and tied, will answer 
the purpose. She soon becomes accus- 
tomed to it, and will readily submit to 
the operation.
